proper maturity for the manufacture of "Canada Choice™ grade 
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apple juice and apple sauce or good quality apple pulp and 
SopLe jelly; Ma provided UNat Upseo ies per cence. of ae 
apples may be less than 2% inches but not smaller than 

. inches in diameter except that, in the case of apples to 
be used for the manufacture of pulp, 10 per cent may be less 
than 2 inches in diameter. 
The Processor agrees that of all apple juice and apple sauce 
produced, at least 90 per cent of the total production will 
meet the requirements of Canada Choice grade or better. 

The Processor agrees that apples delivered for processing 
will be subject to inspection by inspectors of the Province 


of Quebec or by inspectors of the Canada Department of 


Agriculture, and that only after such inspection and the 


issuance of grade certificates will such apples be accepted

The Processor will pay to the primary producers of such 
apples, as designated in clause 1 hereof, when delivered to 
the processing plant, an initial payment of 45 cents per 
bushel.
